Not Acting for Germany, 


The statement was made by one In 
a position to know that the cardinal 
said nothing which 
would afford a 
basis for any inference that the pope 
Is acting In behalf of Germany 
So 
far as what passed here Is concerned, 
it is declared that there was absolute­ 
ly no warrant for such an assumption 
Nevertheless, in view of the close 
sympathy which always has existed 
between th Vatican and the German 
government, and particularly between 
the Vaican and Austria. It is regarded 
as no more than natural that the 
peace views of the pope should he 
somewhat influenced by his unques­ 
tioned complete knowledge of the fa­ 
vorable attitude of Germany toward 
the discussion of peace terms at th** 
present moment. 


Message Kept Secret. 


The precise nature of the pope’s 
communication to the president has| 
not been disclosed, and, according to 
the word from the White House, it 
will not be. 
There is ground for the 
statement, however, that the pope’s 
message was more general than par­ 
ticular, and that It contained no di­ 
rect request to the United States to 
do anything, being more suggestive 
and informative than otherwise.

circular sent to other neutrals, but 
addressed to the United States alone I

THE COUNTY BOARD DONATION 


Fanners Clubs Interested in Having 
a Representative Exhibit of 
County at State Fair 


In January of this year a commit­ 
tee consisting of F. II. Grin nhagcn 
and Iver Benson, members of the a g ­ 
ricultural committee of the Brain­ 
erd Chamber of Commerce, went br 
fore the county commissioners and 
asked th at an appropriation be made 
for the purpose of having Crow Win 
county exhibit at the state fair and 
in response to their request the com­ 
missioners appropriated $500 for this 
purpose. 


A certain amount of system is nec­ 
essary in work of thin kind and in 
order to get thing* under way, A. J. 
Gafke, the county agent, Immediately 
set to work. 
A certain portion of 
tills money w as usee] w it It which to 
purchase different varieties of pure 
seed grains, tills being distributed 
among about fifty responsible farmers 
scattered throughout 
the 
county. 
These farmers took the seed with the; 
understanding that when fair time 
came, they would lie expected lo fur­ 
nish samples of 
lint Ii 
sheaf 
and 
threshed grains. 
A number of varieties were given 
out which would have* otherwise been 
impossible to find in I lo c ounty and 
which varieties were necessary if the 
county expected to score anywhere 
near tin* required number cd points 
on grains. 
.Soundbing of a similar plan was 
followed In regard to potatoes. 
A 
number of different varieties were 
put In on tile J. It. Britton farm, now 
a B l a t e demonstration farm, for Iii 
sole purpose cif providing the re­ 
quired varieties, should it 
not lie 
possible lei procure samples oilier 
w Ige. 
Tliis saved much time which is val­ 
uable when the season come s to gat Ii 
er material, 
iii a similar manlier 
farmers who were* known to have 
good sec d even 
were requested to 
save samples. 
All of tin- varieties 
asked for were Rec ured vs itll the e x ­ 
ception of last year’s swee t corn. In 
this way, quite; a start was mad" be­ 
fore tin* general public realized that 
there was going to lie an c-xhihit aud 
(lie* grain, potatoes and corn exhibits 
were assured, at least as to variety 
and number. 
The quality was yea 
to be found out. 
In addition to tnis. the* m atter was 
mentioned every month at various 


farmers’ clubs meetings and in this 
way considerable enthusiasm

aroused. 
About the last of July Iver Benson 
who had charge of the exhibit and 
County Agent Gafke began to gather 
the grasse s, both tame and wild.

MOVEMENT DESCRIBED 


That in Crow Wing County in Keep­ 
ing With the Progressive Spir­ 
it of the Times 


TO IMPROVE SOCIAL RELATIONS 


Better Methods of Fanning. Co-oper­ 
ation to Improve Marketing and 
Increase Their Income 
DY D. c. HENDERSON, 
President Crow Wing County Feder­ 
ation Farm ers' Clubs 
Were this account to be confined to 
a narration of material benefits, or 
business arrangem ents instituted and 
transactions carried through, meas­ 
ured by their value, expressed in dol­ 
lars and cents, but little space would 
be required. 
But the movement being only in 
the formative stage as yet it is be­ 
lieved to be worth while to include in 
the account some studies that have 
been made of the movements as to its 
its fundam ental nature and aims, its 
possibilities and influence, the great 
variety of circumstances and lines of 
effort that have to be recognized and 
aided, the extent and outline of coun­ 
ty organization work planned and in ­ 
augurated so far. the substance of 
which ha3 been submitted to most of 
the local clubs and has met with the 
approval of practically all the mem­ 
bers who are in the habit of express­ 
ing their opinion. 
It is therefore of­ 
fered for publication as a contribu­ 
tion of the Crow Wing County Fed­ 
eration of F a n n e rs’ clubs to a state 
fund of ideas out of which we hope 
and trust will be drawn such a con­ 
ception of the place and function of 
a farmers' organization as will tend 
to make the farmers' club 
local, 
county and state 
an abiding pro­ 
gressively uniting and uplifting and 
pivotal institution among tile many 
useful and rightly honored in stitu ­ 
tions of the great state of Minneso­ 
ta: touching as it does at its various1 
points of contact, every phase of the 
life of our people and tile Interests 
of every industrial class of sub-divi­ 
sion. 
— ■*— 
The fifty years just passed baa been 
characterized 
throughout 
wegteyi^ 
civilization as a period in which <*r- 
ganization of ev*ry aim, desire or 
id( a of the hum an mind, lias been 
pushed to the limit. 
A study of that 
part of such organizations 
as 
have 
had any bearing at all on economic 
problems of the times, reveals the 
fact that they have all been of a r ­ 
tificial construction, the head out of 
all proportion to the body and that 
their purpose lins been the establish­ 
ment mid maintenance of some form 
of monopoly. 
The farmers organiz­ 
ations. as the Grange, Farm ers' Al­ 
liance or Society of Equity were and 
are no exceptions. 
They 
have 
all 
been conceived, constructed and di­ 
rected in the spirit 
of 
antagonism 
and of war. 
That they 
stood 
for 
many right ideas and useful meas 
ures and prepared the way for bet­ 
ter things do* 3 
not 
disprove 
this 
statement. 
But n*ither of these movements 
have 'iv n sufficient proof of adapta 
bility to meet the growing needs or 
engage aud hold the interest of the 
mass s of farmers amid tile changing 
times and conditions of recent years, 
tlte progress of s< ientific agricultural 
knowledge and the gradual en lig ht­ 
enment of the public mind in regard 
to economic principles and their ap­ 
plication to m arketing as well as to 
primary 
production. 
Whije 
their 
nominal objects Included improved 
methods of ta n ning and something in 
the line of soeial and intellectual cul­ 
ture, the main objects sought was to 
increase net returns from marketing 
and to purchase at lower prices arid 
th a t mainly by the elimination of the 
middleman, in ignorance of or con 
actously ignoring that invisible pow­ 
er beyond lim consumer 
from 
th* 
I 
of an ever-increasing portion of his 
earnings before 
it came 
into 
bls 
hands and thus depleting his pur­ 
chasing power and knocking the bot­ 
tom out of our market. 
Following 
the tendency of the hum an mind to 
fly to extremes they have, 
in 
a 
sens**, been attem pting the im practi­ 
cable while the greater part of those 
associating have been disappointed in 
th eir expectations of w hat the or­ 
ganization was going to do for them, 
and further the undertow of all this 
effort has been found to be disinte 
grating rather than uniting, with lo­ 
cal * x* eptionfa h* re and there. Hence 
their short careers as specific leading 
movements. 
Business associations growing out 
of if'& t movements and becoming in- 
1 
main and such co-operative business 
es as creameries, grain elevators, etc., 
are rendering valuable services to a 
large part of the farm ers of M inne­ 


sota through their educational as 
well as financial benefits. 
Yet by far 
the greater number of these have had 
no association with either of these 
movements. 


•Now the Farm ers’ club movement, 
as we have it and know it in Frow 
Wing county, is fundamentally and 
essentially different from either of 
these. 
In its origin it was a spon­ 
taneous movement of farmers moved 
by the progressive spirit of the times 
to do something for themselves, to 
improve their social relations toward 
their neighbors, their 
methods 
of 
farming, and through co-operation 
along chosen lines of production and 
improved methods of m arketing pro­ 
duce, improve their financial income. 
Instead of being an effort to create 
or form some pre-concelved organ­ 
ization of ambitious pretentions and 
powers, the primo movers 
in 
this 
were 
opposed— almost 
prejudiced 
through former experience— against 
anything of 
the 
kind. 
It was 
simply the expression of a desire for

better things in a new and sparsely 
settled section 
of country 
through 
mingling and co-operating; an at 
tempt to realize for themselves the 
benefits of scientific agriculture so 
continuously pressed upon them on 
every band, through books, papers, 
magazines and journals, through lo­ 
cal and state fairs and through per­ 
sonal contact with Farm ers’ institute 
workers. Some of tin* first attempted 
moves proved highly satisfactory and 
were recommended to others. 
Tims the movements sprung as It 
were from the ground and had its 
roots in the best desires of the h u ­ 
man heart 
the d*sire 
for 
better­ 
ment. 
It is thus a manifestation of 
genuine human life attem pting to ex­ 
press itself amid new conditions, new 
ideas and ideals, and slowly, hesitat­ 
ingly assuming form as the needp of 
the life seem to require.

The aggressiveness of the farm ers 
in the com m unity s u rro u n d i n g B r a i n ­ 
erd, Minnesota, is shown by th e w on­ 
derful development they have made 
in their telephone business and from 
this progress it is evident th a t the 
prosperous fa r m e r holds his tele­ 
phone as a very im porta nt factor in 
th e farm in g industry. 
A noted agric u ltu rist said, “W hen 
a farm er once has a telephone he 
w ill never again be w ithout it.’’ This 
has proven true among the farm ers in 
this vicinity and* many of them are 
considering additional circuits in ord­ 
er to relieve th e present over loaded 
lines and improve the service. 
The farm er is noted for his c 
omy and in 'order to m a in ta in this 
qualification they decided to organ se 
small rural line companies and build 
th e ir own lines to the city limits ai i 
connect w ith the Brainerd Exchange.

To the Editor: 
Alfalfa w ill m ake many Crow Wing 
county farm ers rich, oth ers “ well 
fixed’’ and be good for all. provided 
they live up to th eir privilege and 
raise hardy alfalfa adapted to this 
climate and feed it on th e farm and 
sell the seed, which will command a 
high price for m any years. 
Others 
are now doin g this very th ing and 
we can and will do the same thin g 
and reap good results. 
The purpose of this article is to

great crop as a feed for all kinds of 
slock." th e same writer under date 
of July 2 4. says:

TEUTONS FIGHTING FOR TRIBUTE

Germany has now recognized Sir Edward Grey’s charge that 
Hie Teutonic people are fighting for tribute. 
No denial is 
mad** to the charge*. 
Instead, the German papers taunt. Eng­ 
land with being more fearful of paying a war Indemnity than 
of seeing he r allie s lose any territory. 
'Ibis Is declared in Berlin to be lh** reason why th** British 
ar* soon angered at the m ention of the word "tribute.” 
The 
argument, however, Is not legitim ate. 
England herself, with 
her grip on the* lost colonies and her successful 
blockade of 
Ge rman shipping is certainly not in a position of disadvantage. 
The re: can be* no le vy of tribute on England, nor any seizure of 
British te rritory either, under present conditions, or any condi- 
tfems at all like ly to arise before the conclusion of the: war. 
'I’he* German newspapers are not ignorant of these things. 
Probably they are attem pting to confuse the issue of war in­ 
demnities; or they are trying to create* 
International 
excite* 
in* ut and trepidation so as to reap a reaction in their favor 
lf they announce later that they want no tribute. 
There Is a 
hint in th* official North German Gazette that the latter pos­ 
sibility may he* the right one. 
England is accused of m isin­ 
terpreting remarks of Hie German finance* minister concerning 
Ge rmany’s internal financial situation. 
It is possible th** North 
German Gaze tte* may shortly announce the* finance minister s re­ 
marks about Germany’s enem ies paying for the* war ar* sim il­ 
arly misunderstood. 
Hut it is not legitimate* to infer this outcome for the* move­ 
ment 
Germany knows the* A llies n o n 
hollow the* German 
army is now fighting for tribute. 
As long as that impression 
Is allowed to gel uncorrected, It must he* assumed by th** Allies 
to he* true. 
If it be trite, there certainly can be no peace un­ 
til one side* or til** other Is so financially exhausted that all pus 
nihility of obtaining an indem nity would have vanished. 
That is. since exhaustion rather than tribute is prefe rred by 
all of the* bedligerents, the idea of levying a tribute: really 
defeats Itself. 
There ran he: no tribute 
that Is, ne) tribute 
worth fighting for 
collected from a nation that is bankrupt. To 
persist in a demand for tribute, therefore, tinder prese nt con­ 
ditions limans to persist In fighting th** war to a 
de*vasting 
e*nei. 
Such a conclusion would leave tho victor scarcedy better 
than th** vanquished, and certainly unable to make* good th** 
losses such u conflict would entail.

Count von Bernstorff, tho German 
ambassador at Washington, it is un­ 
derstood. Is iii 
possession of fairly 
wide-reaching authority to negotiate 
for a settlement 
of tho 
submarine 
question, and it is believed that the* 
proposals he is authorized to make 
will strike at the heart of tile* prob­ 
lem as affecting Hie United States. 
Tliey provide for immunity from at­ 
tack without warning for passenger 
steamers, which are to be destroyed 
only after being halted and full oppor­ 
tunity has been given the passengers 
and crews to embark from the* liners 
iii safety. 


Subm arine 
Comm anders 
Instructed. 


Submarine commanders will be ad­ 
vise**! of tile expected arrival of liners 
on regular schedules. How far beyond 
this provision for th** safely of tile* 
larger ships Fount von Bernstorff’s 
instructions go cannot be learned. 
Newspaper reports 
reaching hero 
that the solution of the submarine 
problem is coupled with a settlement 
of the negotiations with Great Britain 
are declared In initiated circles to be 
incorrect. 
It is true that Count von 
Bernstorff has been instructed to say
